Undergraduate Curriculum Committee Course Change Proposals 


It was moved and seconded (Dicks/Decarie) that Council accept the curriculum 
changes proposed by the History Department. 


Vice Dean Dicks thanked the members of the Curriculum Committee, Christine Brown, 
and in particular Professor G. Breton, for their dedicated service on the 


Committee. 


Dicks stated that the Academic Programmes Committee had recommended that in Note 
(2) page 39 "(normally a ’B-’ average or G.P.A. 2.7)" be deleted, and that “or 
permission" be changed to "with permission". 


CARRIED (as amended) 


It was moved and seconded (Dicks/Ryan) that Council accept the curriculum changes 
proposed by the Theological Studies Department. 


Pallen pointed out that the Theological Studies proposal had been tabled last year 
because it had not met the requirements for an Honours programme, as it did not 
contain a research component which would prepare students for graduate studies. 
In response it was stated that the programme included an Honours Theology Seminar.

It was moved and seconded (Davis/O’Hara) that THEO 423 and 425 be retitled History 
of Christian Thought. 


Davis stated that History of Christian Thought would more realistically reflect 
the course content. Ryan agreed. 


CARRIED (as amended) 
General Studies in Arts and Science 


It was moved and seconded (Dicks/Auchinachie) that Council accept the Calendar 
entry for General Studies in Arts and Science as outlined on page 1 of Document 


64U. 


Dicks stated that the proposed addition would elaborate on the principles of 
education at the beginning of the Arts & Science section of the Calendar. The 
intent of this section was to indicate how these principles might be carried out 
by students in planning their curriculum. The second paragraph explained how 
students would make up a Bachelor degree of Majors, Specializations, Honours, 
double Majors, Minors, etc. The rest of the text dealt with how one could broaden 
one’s studies by adding to a Major various sub-concentrations. The second to last 
paragraph referred to existing Minors which could be used to broaden one’s 


studies. 


Two corrections were made on page 1. In the fourth paragraph the spelling of 
"accommodates" was corrected; inthe fifth paragraph, "...which foster different 
philosophies..." was changed to "... which foster various philosophies...". 


CARRIED (as amended) 


It was moved and seconded (Dicks/Schmid) that Council accept the changes in the 
Interdisciplinary section of the Calendar as set out on pages 3, 5 and 6 of 
Document 64U. 


Dicks stated that these were modifications to an existing section of the Calendar, 
and covered the Individual Studies Programme. Page 5 contained the course 
listings for Interdisciplinary Studies, and deleted courses that had not been 
offered recently. The rest were additions or modifications. INTE 290, 390 and 
391 were existing courses that had now been regularized. The other courses in the 
list were cross-listings with existing courses in other departments. Page 2 
showed the cross-listings. 


White wondered why Ideas in Mathematics was considered a 300 level course in INTE 
and a 200 level course in MATH. 


Dicks stated that there was no particular reason, unless there was a numbering 
problem. INTE 215 may already exist. 


Brian stated that she was glad to see computer usage as a legitimate course. 


Vice-Dean Dicks responded that it would be beneficial in the future to develop 
courses parallel to 391 in the Social Sciences and Humanities.

Byers stated that INTE 390 seemed like a CEGEP level course and should be listed 
as a 200 level university course. 


Dicks explained that the difference between 200 and 300 level courses had become 
less clear. 200 level courses were normally introductory courses, while 300 level 
courses were more intensive. 


Byers stated that there would probably be more courses in this area, and it was 
incumbent upon Council to define the meaning of level in this kind of course. 
It could easily be dropped to a 200 level course. Since there was no 
representative from Computer Science on Council, Byers felt that if Council 
approved courses in Computer Science it ought to also ensure that the intellectual 
content of the courses was comparable to other courses in the Faculty. 


It was moved and seconded (Byers/Pallen) that INTE 390 Advanced Computer Usage 
become INTE 291. 


AMENDMENT CARRIED 


White suggested that INTE 315 Ideas in Mathematics be listed as a 200 level 
course. Both the mover and seconder agreed to this amendment. 


Hoecker—Drysdale asked about the framework for teaching INTE 400. Dicks responded 
that this was a course offered by Lonergan College with a broad approach to the 
problem of methods. 


Davis added that while the course was inspired by Lonergan’s work on methods, it 
was not limited to him. 


The proposed Minor programme in General Studies (p. 4 of Report 64U) will be 
considered again at a future Council meeting in the fall of 1989.
